The total cnsualtics in’ the Ling- 
shan earthquakes are 245 persons 
dead and 187 injured. About 6,082 
houses were demolished by the 
samo series of tremors during the 
early part of last month. 

Tho foregoing figures were com- 
piled by the provincial authorities, 
who sent representatives to make 
a report of the situation. Accord- 
ing to the same sources, the loss 
in. property. amounts to ovar 
$1,000,000. . 

One strange feature of tho din- 
aster is, that just before the 
earthquake was felt a loud nolse 
Uke thunder ‘ws heard. After 
the disturbances a heavy odour of 
sulphur peruaded a wide area.

N Canton’s very sincere mourn- 
ing for the denth <of Mr.

ROM tho administrative point

promulgated. Mr. Hu Han-min 
calls on his followers in his will 
to restst Japan in the interests of 
nationallsm, to resist Communism 
in the Interests of the principle of 
livelihood, and to abolish dictator.

The firat two objects appear to be 
attainable at present onty by 
dictatorship, or some form of cen- 
tralHantion indistinguishable from 
it. China has no traditions of 
orderly government by discussion 
to fall back upon, and even coun- 
tries that have aro compelled to 
fall back ‘on vigorous ‘centrallsa- 
‘ tion at times of crisis. Democracy 
can only come at the end of a long 
lane in which freedom from for- 
eign {nvasion and equal enforce- 
ment of law are early stages.

T the enst end ‘of our, 


churches yon will usnully 
find, on either side of the Altar, 
two painted boards, on which 
ure inseribed the Ten Command- 
ments. They have been placed 
there in obedience to the Canon 
Law, which lays it down that 
they must be placed there, 
“where the people may best see 
and read the’ same.” 

From the point of view of be- 
ing able to see and read them they 
could scarcely have been put.in a 
worse place, for they are so far 
distant from the goncral congrega- 
tion that ficld-glasses would be 
needed to read them. However, 
there they are; and by all means 
let thom remain thero, for - they 
make an excellent foundation ‘for 
moral conduct of an elementary 
kind. 

They teach the fear of God, 
filfal plety, honesty, truthfulness 
and so on, which .we are all the 
better for knowing, whatever race 
wo may belong to and whatever 
our age. But do Ict us remember 
that they are not the command- 
menta of Christ, good‘ and excel- 
lent though they sre. ; 

Fulfilling The Law 

Ho anld'that not one fot or 
tittle of them should pass fway, 
and that He had not come to 
destroy them; but: He also taught 
plainly that they were not enough. 
He had come to “fulfil them;” by 
which He meant that .He had 
come to amplify them—to fll them 
out to thoir full extent. Above 
all, He unhesltatingly claimed for 
Himself the right to supersede 
tholr authority jand teaching by 
His Own; “But I aay unto you.”

Early Teaching 

It fs not his fault, for he has 
been brought up on the Ten Com- 
mandments. They form ona of 
the main planks of the Catechism 
which he had to Jearn; he socs 
them written on the walls of his 
church (when he attends it); they 
used to be read out in full at 
every Communion Service; and he 
ean scarcely be blamed if he comes 
to belfave they contain the whole 
duty of man and represent the 
entire standard of Christian Mv- 
ing. So he goes his way, quite 
honestly believing that if he docs 
not commit murder or adultery, 
does not ateal, and does not bear 
false witricas, he fs living a per- 
fectly Christian Hfe. 


-He {ns taught that Christianity. 


consists in not. doing certain 
things. For, with one’ exception 
(the fifth), every one of the Ten 
Commandments {s purely negative. 
There ‘are nine prohibitions, and 
only one commandment. 

Prohibitions are all very well 
in their way. They have a per- 
fectly definite value for people 
living under primitive conditions, 
such as were the carly Israelites, 
to whom the Commandments were 
originally given. In just the same 
way as children have to bo taught, 
“Don’t touch,” “Don’t play with 
the matches," and go on, so with 
primitive people the Iesson has to 
be “Thou shalt not.” 

Prohibitions Not Enough 

But the time comes when say- 
ing “Don’t” ceages to be an ad- 
equate method for the training of 
character and a different method 
has to be adopted. You must now 
begin to point out graces and vir- 
tues to be acquired and spiritual 
triumphs to be achieved. 

And this is why the Ten Com- 
mandments, though ‘excellent as 
an elementary lesson {n moral 
conduct, are wholly inadequate as 
a final standard. They speak 
plainly about evil, but they do not 
speak plainly about good. They 
speak of sins to avoid, but they 
say nothing about virtues te alm 
at. They tell ue what we muat 
not do, but they do not tell us 
what we ought to ao. 

They are, so to speak, notice- 
bonrda set up to warn people where 
danger lurks; they are not sign- 
posts pointing the way to the City 
of God, which lies. beyond the 
erest of the hill. They lack en- 
tirely any vivid picture of purity, 
goodness, spitituat achievement, 
self-sacrifice and  open-hearted’ 
love, which are ‘the foundations of 
a beautiful character. They ro- 
presont.,goodnesa, os something 
purely negative; whereas it’ ‘ts 
something positive—the pursuit 
of an ideal. 

To achtevo goodness we need to 
have constantly before our eyes 
n very definite image of what 
goodness {s,'and not merely a de- 
finite image of evil; and ‘the re, 
sult of being taught only what we 
rhust not do ja the, production of 
characters which are purely’ nega- 
tive, with the result that people 
fire content to spend thelr lives 
trying to avold. the puddles of sin 
fnafead of ‘sotting thelr teers: to 
scale the heights. 

Positive Commands 

‘It is for this reason. that we 
have necd to have brought before 
us tho Commandments of Christ, 
which aro all of them positive 
commandments, ‘tollfig us ‘tho 
things which we ought to get up 
and do; calling from us éffort snd 
action; painting for. .us definite 
pictures of what goodness: really 
{s; setting it before us as 8 goal 
to’ reach.’

The Palace was an immense and 
sumptuous building; Its court- 
yard, perfectly levelled, was sur- 
rounded by stone pillars, the 
rooms elthor dark and spacious-or 
sunny and alry, the walls thick 
and compact so that rats could not 
get in or birds peck a hole, as hap- 
pened {n more ordinary places.

The clay was carried In 
buskets, heaped up in°a kind ‘of 
long box—the width of the wall— 
and when it had been ° levelled 
carefully the second layer was 
added.. Four gates were erected, 
one at each of the four cardinal 
these were closed at 
and. tho watchmen. were 
ordered to open them at dawn, at 
the crowing of the cock. This 
post’ of. watchman waa ofa parti- 
cular importance; it was only 
given to trusted men whose feet 
had been cut off. The gates had 
a sort of sacred, religious 
character. After a battle the 
enemy’s heads were buried be- 
neath; and the hero who camé 
back with one of these glorious 
trophies had a share in the toll- 
duties, for ho had increased the 
sanctity of the city gates. 
Homes Of The Gods 
The gods had tholr speciaY 
dwellings—the Ancestral Temple 
and the Altar of the Soil.) This 
latter wan a heap of clay, square 
in shape, as the town was to be.

A:large avenue led 
to the south gate; the cortege of 
vassals camo that way to render 
homage to tho. prince. Each 
family, large or ‘small, had a re- 
ception hall wHere the head of the 
family, his faco turned towards 
the south, received tributes of res- 
pect. Tho houses were all of the 
same type; at the back was a wall 
with narrow doors, through which 
one en’ered a auccession of rooms. 
On either sido were wings lead- 
ing to tho recoption Hall with its 
opening to the south.

HIE idontification of a now 
species of warbler should 
the keen  ornithologlat 
a thrill os the 
of na new species 


{t clevates It far above the plabelan 
warbler and surely makes it 
worthy of a column to itsclf. 

Some frienda told me recently 
that they had discovered an eagle's 
serio and that it contalned two 
eaglets, and what was tho species? 
And’ would I make an inspection? 
Anno Domini and increasing ex-

Tho problem before us was how 
to catch an.eagle. Bincculars and 
cameras, though useful impedie 
menta, are not of much use when 
dealing with the king of birds. 
We ‘could not throw a cont over 
the engle, for we were coatless; 
a shirt or even threo: shirts did 
not seem adequate either.....Well, 
we evolved a plan and, after we - 
had crossed some difficult country,’ 
the bird. was captured without 
harm and {ta powerful legs tled 
together: with: a handkorchiof, It 
made no attempt, fortunately for 
us, to' uso elthor its powerful hooke 
od beak or {ts long curved talons 
and we managed to carry It anfoe 
ty: back to the car .and to Hong 
Kong.'
